To His Excellency, LOUIS AK. CHURCH Governor of Dakota: 


SIR:—Pursuant to law, we herewith submit our report as Directors of the 
Territorial Penitentiary, located at this place, for the two years ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1888. 

The management from December I, 1886 to April 4, 1887, was under the 
former Board, who expended $11,476.82 of the aggregate expenditure embraced 
in this report. The balance was disbursed under the supervision of the present 
Board. | 

The accompanying reports of the Warden and Physician contain detailed 
statements of all receipts and disbursements, together with information relative 
to the management and health of the prisoners. 

We find the affairs of the, Penitentiary in a very satisfactory condition, the 
discipline is good, while the prisoners are in excellenthealth and are contented. 

The Warden is entitled to our warmest thanks for the prudent and efficient 
manner in which he has conducted the affairs of the prison and in keeping the 
prisoners properly employed. 

We submit such extracts of his report as we deem of general interest. “The 
discipline of the prison is in a condition that is satisfactory to the Board of Di- 
rectors, and in every way a-creditto the Territory. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the past two years very many improvements have been made in 
the buildings, shops, Warden’s residence and about the grounds. “The most 
notable being the introduction of the Edison Electric light aud an inexhaust- 
ible supply -of pure water forced into tanks by a steam pump, capable of pump- 
ing 250 gallons per minute; the erection of a water tower to the height of forty- 
six feet above the water table; the erection of a very large root house; a fine - 
large ice`house of sufficient capacity for all needs for several years; the enlarge- 
ment of the yard and grading of the grounds, etc. 

In making the above improvements we have used all the legislative appro- 
priations and find ourselves short of funds to complete them as designed.

ESTIMATES, 


The estimate submitted by the Warden for the purpose of extending the 
cell hall, completing the water tower and perfecting the water supply, is very 
much needed and cannot be too strongly urged. 
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The estimate for general repairs contemplates a re-arrangement of all steam 
pipes and fittings, making an entir ely new system, which in two years will more 

= than save its cost in fuel alone, besides being less liable to need repairs. 

The remainder of the Warden’s estimates has been considered and meet 
our hearty approval. We would respectfully suggest that you recommend 
to the legislature the appointment of a committee to inspect our prison and in- 
vestigate our needs. :

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor herewith to submit the fourth biennial re- 
port of the operations of this mentanon for the two years, ending. November 30, 
1888. 

The subjoined tables furnish a complete statement of the ASE and ex- 
penditures during the two yéars and the present financial condition of the Da- 
kota Penitentiary, also everything connected with our convict population, and 
I think all facts necessary to enable you to make an intelligent report to the 
Governor. | 

Your frequent visits have enabled you to keep yourselves informed regard- 
ing discipline, food furnished the prisoners, the manner in which the prison has 
been kept, and in fact I believe you are so perfectly Snte with the gen- 
eral management that anything that I could say concerning “my policy’’ would 
be superfluous. I shall therefore confine myself to a a few most important matters.

FINANCIAL.

During the two years covered by this report (from December r, 1886, to No- 
vember 30,- 1888, inclusive) the total receipts have beefi seventy-nine thousand, 
eight hundred and sixty-three and twenty-four one-hundredths ($79,863.24) dol- 
lars and the total expenditures seventy-nine thousand four hundred. and eighty- 
nine and thirty-six one-hundredths ($79,489.36) dollars. 

Ofthe above amounts eleven thousand four hundred and seventy-six and 

eighty-two one-hundredths ($11,476.82) dollars were expended by the former 
management from December r, 1886 to April 4, 1887, inclusive. 

Upon the latter date the appropriations for the years 1887 and 1888 became 
avallable. 

From April 5, 1887 to November 30, 1888, inclusive, the total receipts have 
been sixty-seven thousand nine hundred and twenty-two and twenty-nine one- 
hundredths ($67,922.29) dollars, (there being on hand at that date four hundred 
and sixty-four and thirteen one-hundredths ($464.13) dollars, and the total ex- 
penditures for the same period sixty-eight thousand and twelve and fifty-four 
one-hundredths ($68,012.54) dollars, showing an expenditure of thirty-five 
hundred and seventy-nine and sixty one-hundredths ($3,579.60) dollars per 
month for nineteen months, and leaving a balance of eighteen thousand five 
hundred and thirty-six and thirty-seven one-hundredths ($18,536.37) dollars, or 
three thousand seven hundred and seven and twenty-seven one-hundredths 
($3,707.27) dollars per month for the remaining five months. 


PRISON POPULATION. 


The number of convicts confined on November 30, 1886, was eighty-three 
males and three females. On November 30, 1888, there were confined eighty- 
one males and three females, being a decrease of two males. 

There has been no escapes and nothing of the nature of insubornation has 
been apparent, on the contrary there has been a genuine good feeling between 
officers and prisoners.

Three deaths have occurred during the term, and I respectfully desire to 
call your attention to the report of the Prison Physician concerning cause of 
same, and also as to the general healthfulness of the place. 


LIBRARY. 


We have an excellent library of nearly 1,100 volumes, which has been ac- 
cumulated entirely from the “‘ gate fee," and at no expense to the Territory. 
I have received from the “ gate fee,”” during the two years, $455.75; expended 
last year for books, $174.60, and have made an order to arrive before Christmas 
for about $200 worth additional. 

Religious services are held every Sabbath morning in the prison chapel, 
conducted by some one of the local clergy; aud it is a pleasing fact that the 


“voluntary attendance includes every inmate. 


DISCIPLINE. 


It is most natural for every Warden to insist that his dicipline is “ good” 
and “well maintained,” and I desire to report that our prisoners obey all rules 
cheerfully, look pleasant, eat heartily and work as well as any class of men. 

I am pleased to report that the above state of facts is largely due to our 
efficient corps of officers and guards, and great credit should be given each for 
the manner in which he has performed his duties. 


APPROPRIATION s. 


It will be necessary for you to ask for an appropriation of at least $553 
for completing the water supply system. : As you are aware the tower is now 
forty-six feet high, and must be raised fifteen feet more before it is ready for 
the tank. “The architect (Hon. W. L. Dow informs me that the tank should be , 
of iron and should not hold less than 2,500 barrels. The amount I have men- 
tioned is based upon his estimates. 

Again, as shown by this report, our prison population has averaged for the 
past year 92.17 men while we have but seventy-two cells, making it imperative 
for the management to “double-up ” the convicts in'a room only five feet by 
eight and .seven feet high. 

Every one can see that such a condition 1s objectionable; first, as to con- 
venience; second, regarding health; and third, that two bad.men together might 
concoct a “scheme while one alone would not attempt it. 

I believe it to bé an absolute necessity to enlarge our cell hall and in the 
enlargement the interest of Dakota will be best subserved by providing not only 
for the present, but for several years in the future. 

I think you need to ask for an appropriation of $35,156 for above purpose 

As before, I am basing this. estimate upon figures furnished by Mr. Dow, 
which provide for ninety-six additional cells.

D. S. GLIDDEN, Warden of Dakota Fenitentiary, Sioux Falls, Dakota: 


In making my fourth biennial report of the sanitary condition of the Da- 
kota Penitentiary, located at Sioux Falls and under your supervision I am 
greatly pleased to be able to say that the place has passed another two years 
with perfect immunity from all contagious and epidemic diseases. 

But very few of the prisoners have been indisposed for more than a day or 
two at a time. 

One of the inmates of the female ward is at present in the hospital but is 
improving. i 

The three following prisoners came on-short sentences, and were suffering 
with disease of the lungs when admitted and have died of consumption: Ed- 
ward Kern, died April 1, 1887; Janes B. Anderson, died July 1, 1888, and 
Doyle, died September 27, 1888. 

On the first day of June, 1888, William Hamlink suffered a compound com- 
minuted fracture of the left arm, with other injuries, by being caught in the 
machinery. He is gradually improving with a prospect of regaining a useful 
arin. 

“To the natural advantage of location of the prison, the perfect drainage and 
ventilation, the abundance of well-cooked and nutritious food, the pure water, 
to the well-washed clothing and daily general cleaning, with the moderation 
and care with which the prisoners are required to render their service, can he 
credited the good health and good behavior of the prisoners under your care.
